Aa 
a consequence the price has been* fore 
ed up. 
"Fresno consumes an astonishing 


number of turkeys. Everybody "«eem.-i 
to want a gobbler qn the day when 
thanks are offered. Last year our firm 
disposed of many hundreds of. them 
This year wt- expect to ilo as large a 
business, though the supply to draw 
from is smaller. But notwithstanding 
the reduction In quantity I do not 
think that we will be forced to import 
turkey* from tho outside.
